During casual conversation 
Captain Williams inquired of Dr. Dick- 
ey as to the effort to raise the $300,- 
000 which the trustees of Emory col- 
lege wish to add to the endowment, 
and on hearing of the continued suc- 
cess with which Dr. Dickey had met, 
told him of his determination to give 
$25,000 to the cause. 
Handsome Gifts to College. 

This donation to the endowment 
fund brings Captain Williams’ gifts 
to Emory college up to the handsome 
total of $55,000. Duripg the presi- 
dency of Bishop Warren A. Candler 
he gave $5,000, which was used in the 
construction of the handsome library 
building on the college campus, known 
as Candler hall. While Dr. C. E. 
Dowman was the head of the college 
Captain Williams gave $14,000 toward 
the building of Pierce Memorial 
Science hall. Since Dr. Dickey nt 
came president of Emory, Captain W ii- | 
liams. has previously given $11,000 to 
the college, $6.000 of which was used 
for the purchase of equipment for 
the science department, and .$5,000 of 
which was applied to the construction 
of the magnificent new gymnasium 
building, which bears Captain Wil- 
liams’ name. 

Captain Williams has long been an 
active friend of Emory college, and 
of the cause of education genérally. 
He has been a trustee for twenty 
vears, and for a number of years 
was chairman of the board, which po- 
sition he gave up several years az% 
of ‘his own motion on account of 
pressing business duties. This was 
while his railroad, the Georgia, Flor- 

and. Alabama, was, being built. He 
was succeedeq as chairman by Asa G. 
Candler, of Atlanta, but has continued 
to serve as a member of the board. 
Captain. Williams’ beneficence has not 
been confined to Emory college, but 
he has been interestea@ im the cause of 
education generally, and a large 
contributor to the Youn n’s Chris- 
tian Association in Sava 

Valued Addition to nta. 

Captain Williams bough he hand- 
some home he now occupfes some 
months ago,#but he has only recently 
come to make his home in Atlanta. 
He is one of the foremost financiers 
and business men of the state, and 
has taken the leading part in many 
enterprises which have done much for 
its upbuilding. ;He is president of the 
Georgia, Florida ane Alabama railroad, 
which he owns. This line extends 
from Cuthbert, through Arlington, 
Colquitt and Bainbridge to Tailahas- 
see, Fla., where connection is made 
with the gulf. The road is now be- 
ing extended north to Richland, where 
connection with the Seaboard will be 
made to Columbus. As head of the J. 
P. Williams Company, naval stores 
and supply dealers, Captain Williams 
was long one of the chief factors in 
the business world of Savannah, while 
his operations extended throughout 
south Georgia, Alabama and Florida. 

Dr. Dickey’s Success. 


With the announcement of this gift 
by Captain Williams, President Dick- 
ey has secured $216,000 of the $300,000, 
which he set out to secure for the en- 
dowment fund. This work has been 
dene in little more than a year, and 
he has done it practically aione. He 
intends to pursue the campaign  ac- 
tively and is confident of being able 
to announce by next commencement 
that he has secured the full amount. 

At the present time Emory college 
has an endowment of $200,000, so that 
the fund now being raised will in- 
crease its endowment to half a mili- 


lion.

TEAR UPRISING 
Al MIEADEVILLE 


Mississippi Town Is Un- 
der Martial Law. 


Attempt Made Sunday Night 
to Assassinate Ernest New- 
man, Whose Father Was 
Killed in Feud Fight There 
Several Weeks Ago. 


Meadeville, Miss.. August 23.—With 
martial law in-.effect, state troops en- 
camped about the court house, and 
apparently, masters of the situation, 
Meadeville tonight is quiet, but withal 
there is a feeling of uncertainty as to 
what hours may bring forth. 

This situation follows an attempt to 
kill Ernest Newman, chancery .clerk, 
and son of the leader of one faction 
in the Newman-Pritchard feud fight 
of several months ago, which brought 
about the death of four persons. 

According to the statement of New- 
he was preparing to retire last 
and had approached a window, 
when he heard the clicking of a shot- 
gun from the outside. As he jumped 
from the window, a charge of buck- 
shot entered the room, several of the 
shot. penetrating his arm, while the 
remainder was embedded in the walls. 
The man or men, statements conflict- 
ing as to the number who ran from 
the yard, escaped. 

Armed Men Gather. 

As the news of the shooting spread 
about the countryside, armed men 
gathered at Meadeville, and that the 
Slightest overt act was needed to 
bring about a clash between the New- 
man and Pritchard factions was ap- 
So serious had the situation 
become late today as to prompt Sheriff 
Jones to appeal to Acting Governor 
Manship for troops, and the declara- 
tion of martial law. Two companies 
were sent from Natchez and another 
from Brookhaven. 

Although no outbreak has occurred, 
the situation is still tense. The Pritch- 
ard faction, however, has disclaimed 
all responsibility for the shooting, 
and, emphasizing their assertion. has 
offered a reward for the capture of 
those who had a part in the shooting. 

To further complicate matters, 
Meadeville tonight is without a mayor.

Some people have taken up the no- 
tion that J. A. Couch, Atlanta’s offi- 
cial dog destrdyer, has not been doing 
much business. This idea may have 
gotten out because the dog wagon 
has not been very much in evidence 
in some localities, but the figures given 
above prove that Mr. Couch has been 
a very ~busy man. Just think of his 
scooping up 1,255 dogs in two or three 
months, and then sending 1,241 ef them 
to dog heaven by the water route’ 
Scme heartless local wag has said: 
“Atlanta’s dogs are a very ®ber set, 
for they ride on the water wagon.” 

And the catching of dogs on the 
streets is not over, for the dog wagon, 
states the city clerk, will probably run 
for two months longer, and perhaps 
another 500 canines will be caught and 
drowned. 

With the state tax of $1 and the city 
license of $1.25, a dog will now cost 
$2.25, and, so the city clerk says, if a 
dog is not worth that amount he ought 
to be killed on general principles.

The men who resisted were manacled 
to the troopers’ horses and dragged 
through the streets to the plant en- 
trance.

Several of 
the women claimed that the hats be- 
longed to their husbands or sons, and 
wept copiously over the headgear. 

Strikers Seem Awed. 


The strikers seem awed and gloomy 
tonight at the extent of last night's 
fatalities. The gloom over the little 
car company village is also attributed 
to the fact that tomorrow a funeral 
has been planned for the strikers who 
were victims of last night’s rioting. 
So far as plans have been laid for ,the 
funeral, the strikers’ bodies will be 
laid in state at the Catholic cathedral 
in McKees Rocks during tomorrow 
morning and headed by the strikers 
and their sympathizers will be in- 
terred tomorrow afternoon in the lit- 
tle cemetery just outside of Schoen- 
ville. 

The news that- additional constables 
were on their way from Wilkes-Barre 
and would be in the strike zone before 
morning seemed to act as a quietus 
upon those few strike sympathizers 
who gathered in doorways during the 
evening and discussed the situation. 

A meeting of the striking employees 
of the car plant scheduled for the late 
afternoon was not allowed to. take 
piace. , 

Goverament to Investigate. 

The announcement was also made 
late today that the United States gov- 
ernment will heed the peonage charge 
against President F. N. Hoffstot and 
Foreman Samuel Cohen, of the Pressed 
Steel Car Company, to the extent of 
making a thorough investigation of 
the allegations made by Albert Vams, 
who swore to the charges before 
United States Commissioner Lindsay 
on Saturday. 

If an investigation of the peonage 
charge shows that prosecution is war- 
ranted. new suits will be drawn mak- 
‘ding separate charges against President 
 Hoffstot. Foreman Cohen and the 
Pressed Steel Car Company as a cor- 
poration. 

The death list resulting from last 
night's rioting still remains at six, 
though four men are lingering at the 
point of death at hospitals at McKees 
Rocks.

The testimony today brought 
the following assertions; 

Corporal Crabtree, with Privates 
Faber and Garoff went to Des Moines 
on June 12, the day before the shoot- 
ing. Crabtree had asked Corporal 
Such for a pass good until 7 o'clock 
the night of June 13. Through some 
mistake the pass was made to expire 
at 7 a. m. o'clock. 

Crabtree did not notice the differ. 
ence and so overstayed his leave, For 
this leave Captain Raymond repri- 
manded him, but on Crabtree’s expla- 
nation the captain said he would let 
it go, Crabtree then asked to be re- 
lieved of his duties as a corporal, say- 
ing he did not think he was capable 
of discharging them. Captain Ray- 
mond said he would consider the mat- 
ter. A moment later Crabtree drew a 
pistol and began shooting at the off- 
cer. His first shot went wild. He 
} then turned the weapon on Corporal 
Such and First Sergeant Washburn, 
wounding them both. The two men, 
with Captain Raymond, attempted to 
disarm Crabtree, and it was then that 
Captain Raymond received the wound 
from which he died July 3.

Punished for Refusing to Bow 
to Cannon. 


Elizabeth, N. J., August 23.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Charging that Speaker Cannon 
is personally responsible for the re- 
cent panic by reason of having refused 
to let the Fowler currency bill go 
through; that he has “Russianized” 
the American.congress and endangered 
the success of the republican party, 
Hon. Charies N. Fowler, chairman of 
the committee on banking and our- 
rency of the national house of repre- 
sentative, concludes a sizzling open 


Jetter to Speaker Cannon, given out 


today, with these words: 


“The republican party will not brook 
nor condone your centemptible trickery 


and traitorous treachery, vour disgust- 


ing favoritism and vengeful malice, 
your brutal despotism and daringly 
desperate methods. If the republican 
Party wins the next congressional 
election it will only be upon the grave 
f ‘Cannonism.’” 


The open letter of Mr. Fowler re- 
views recent national political events 
with a caustic pen. It is full of 
Vitriolic denunciation, and contains a 
verbatim report of an interview with 
Speaker Cannon in which dashes are 
frequent. 

Punished For Independence. 

Referring to the recent rules fight 


im which he joined the republican in- 


Surgents, Mr. Fowler charges that the 
Speaker's action in dropping him from 
the chairmanship of the ~via 3 and 
currency committee, was as a punish- 
ment for his independence. 

He ridicules Speaker Cannon’s state- 
ment that the reason for his act was 
Fowler's inability to get an agree- 
ment in the committee. Mr. Fowler 
states he was made chairman of the 
banking committee by Speaker Hen- 
derson, and that in the years that have 
intervened since, a currency bill has 
been reported from his committee at 
every session. Mr. Fowler declares he 
has spent $50,000 since his election to 
congress gathering information on the 
currency question and distributing lit- 
erature for the education of the people 
On this subject. He says: 

“For fourteen years I] have devoted 
my time, summer and winter, to the 
study and discussion of this question, 
and have visited every European coun- 
try where it seemed to me anything 
might be learned of value bearing upon 
this very important subject; and I have 
done my utmost to inform the Ameri- 
can people of the facts and reasons 
which have led me to my conclusions, 
and in pursuance of which I deemed a 
public duty. I have from first to last 
expended nearly $50,000 in this en- 
deavor, and now I have the profound 
satisfaction of knowing that if there is 
any broad and comprehensive legisla- 
congress it must be 
based upon the same principles and 
lines I have been advocating ever 
since I have been in public life, and for 
which, through my efforts, the foun- 
dations have been largely laia, 

“Against. the practices and prejudices 
of forty years, and in the face of ig- 
morance and political cowardice, in 
Season and out of season, I have car- 
ried on a campaign of education, look- 
ing to a real reform of our finances 
and currency.” 

Reviewing Speaker Cannon’s atti- 
tude on the currency question. Mr. 
Fowler said he had voted in 1874 for 
the greenback bill which President 
Grant vetoed: that he failed to vote 
for the resumption of specie payment 
im 1875, and in 1!877 introduced a bill 
“to repeal the time clause in the re- 
sumption act.” That he was opposed 
to the gold standard, and voted for 
the Bland bill to remonetize silver, 
and aiso voted to pass it over the veto 
of President Hayes. That he twice 
voted against the repeal of the silver 
purchase act. 
Mr. Fowler concludes that Speaker 
Cannon is not the man to dictate the 
financial! policy of the American peo- 
ple.

Cleveland, Ohio, August 23.—John sol 
Rockefeller will make a final test of 
the “reliability” of the character of 
the Rev. Dr. W. C. Bitting, of New 
York, former pastor of the Buclid 
Avenue Baptist church, on the golf 
links.

‘T have known a great many min- 
isters in my time,” said Mr. Rocke- 
feller. “Some of them were not re- 


liable ministers, but I never heard a 


word from Bitting that gave me_ the 
least idea that he was not reliable. He 
is going to preach today, and you will 
hear a good sermon. ; 

“One of the best places to test a 
minister is on the golf links. Even the 
best of them often lose their patience 
there. So I am going to give him my 
final test tomorrow. I am going to in-4 
vite him to a game of golf. If he 
stands the test there as well as others 
he has stood for the last forty veal 
I shall consider him well-nigh per- 
fect.”

“Whereas. it is eminentiy fitting 
that the memory of that sloyal and 
distinguished son of the seuth should 
be adequately honored; therefore, be it 
“*Resolved, That each camp belonging 
to or affiliated with the United Con- 
federate Veterans be, and it is hereby, 
urgeég to hold appropriate public serv- 
ices commemorative of the centenary 
of our great sea captain.’

Washington, August $3.—Returning 
prosperity is having its effect on’ re- 
cruiting.men for the United States 
army to keep up the standard estab- 
lished during and following the panic 
of 1907, when splendid material was 
available from the ranks of the un- 
employed. 

The authorized strength of the army 
today is 84,500 men. exermsive of the 
hospital cerps, which numbers 3,500 
men. As the terms of enlistment of 
the men expire it is no easy matter to 
induce desirable men to reéenlist. 

It will not be a hard matter, 
fore, to reduce the size of the 
ing army, in aceordance with 
dent Taft’s wishes. Ostensibly 
cause for this reduction is the diffi- 
cult of obtaining good fhen, but the 
real reason is one of economy. 

Every man reduced means a saving 
of $1,000 a year and if the reduction 
proposed reaches 8,000 men’ by July 1 
next the total annual saving whi 
amount to $8,000,000 per year. Presi- 
dent Taft has been insistent on reduec- 
tions. 

Necessary construction work of all 
kinds has been postponed and the ac- 
quisition of other needful equipment 
has been deferred.

Rheims, France, August 23.—Glenr 


M. Pautham, 
vided the honors of the seo@nd day 
of aviation week, the former with a 
thrilling flight just before dusk, in 
which he lowered the speed record 
for the course, which measures 6 1-5 
miles, to 8 minutes 35 2-5 seconds; 
the latter making two imoressive high 
altitude flights of 49% and 56 kilo- 
meters, respectively, in the endurance 
test for the Prix de La Champagne. 

Curtiss’ performance began just as 
the time HMmit of the start for the 
Prix de La Champagne was expiring, 
when the American enthusiasts. had 
abandoned hope of seeing their repre- 
sentative take the field. 

Amid the unbounded jubilation of 
the French spectators, Bleriot only a 
few minutes before had clipped 16 sec- 
onds og Lefebvre’s record, made yes- 
terday with his powerful 80-horse 
power monoplane. 

Curtiss Goes Into Air. 

Suddenly at one end of the field a 
cry went up: 

“The American is starting!” 

With a preliminary run along the 
ground of one hundred yards the ma- 
chine of Curtiss rose lightly and shot 
by the tribunes at a height of 60 feet. 
It was going at a terrific pace, with 
the wings level as a plane. Curtiss 
made the last turn under the mistaken 
impression that the finish line was 
closer. He descended so clese to earth 
that many thought he touched, but 
perceiving his error, he mounted quick- 
ly and easily, crossing the line majestic- 
ally. An instant later the signal was 
hoisted that he had made a record. 

Curtiss said that he had not pushed 
his machine to the limit of its speed, 
and laughingly declined to say more, 
adding that the most interestine inci- 
dent of his flight was the view he got 
of his fallen rivals strewn around the 
course. 

To Try for Bennett Cup. 

It is the intention of the American 
aviator now to await patiently the in- 
ternational event for the Gordon Ben- 
nett cup Saturday, for which he is the 
favorite, after which he will try for 
the Prix de la Levixe, the final of 
which will be contested on Sunday.

For a time this news was without ef- 
fect, but in the final trading there 
were sharp rebounds in Union 
Pacific, Southern Pacific and United 
States Steel, which carrieg them well 
above the previous high prices of the 
day. Other stocks that moved in 
sympathy, included Reading, Rock Is- 
land, Chicago and Northwestern and 
Chesapeake and Ohio. The rally was 
in progress when the market closed. 
Aside from a shipment of $200,000 gold 
to Panama, to meet canal payroll re- 
quirements, the money market § de- 
veloped no new features. Call money 
varied from 2 1-4 to 2% per cent, but 
time accommodations were in light 
demand, with no change.
